France. 
When Herriot concluded

AND PLANES HAMMER 
NIPPON'S DEFENSES 


DISASTROUS WEEK-END 
COST ENEMY OVER 400 
SURFACE CRAFT

Allied warships and planes mer- 


cilessly hammered Japan's air de- 
fense and rail transportation to- 
day after a devastating week-end

If women want to receive pixy 
equal to that of men for equal 
work, they must speak up. 
That Is the practical 'advice of 


tho Women's Bureau of the Unit- 
ed States department of labor. 


This advice Is prompted by the 
disclosure, in a studv by the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board 
that in 2o selected industries the 
average hourly earnings of men 
In all occupations are 50 per cent 
higher than those of women. 


In 
unskilled 
occupations, men's 
average hourly earnings top those 
of women by 2o per cent, the sur- 
vey disclosed. 


Notable Progress Mnde. 
The Women's Bureau is urging 


women workers to break down 
this differentiation between male 
and female help by demanding a 
rate for the joob Instead of "fe- 
male rates.' 


Therefore thr Bureau's advice 
to women—especially those 
be- 


longing to unions—Is to speak up 
for three things: 


1—Elimination of male and fe- 


male job 
classifications. 


2—Women's 
equal opportunities 
with men for upgrading and pro- 
motions, and 


3—Passage 
of 
good 
equal-pay 
and minimum wage laws In states 
not having both types of legisla- 
tion.

brick building from 4 to 5 o'clock Thursday afternoon. 
The plant was humming again a few minutes after 6, turn- 
ing out ducking for the armed forces in the Pacific. 


From San Antonio and Dallas' 


came high ranking Army and Na- 
vy officials to bestow the nation's 
highest production award on the 
Corslcana plant. 
"Your mill con- 


tributed much to the defeat of the 
Nazis In Europe", declared Brig. 
Gen, John A. Porter of the San 
Antonio Army Service Forces De- 
pot, "and I hope you will help to 
bring the ultimate and uncondi- 
tional surrender of Japan."

established

1904. 
It was a tiny plant then, 


making lightweight goods to be 
shipped to China. 
Seven years 


later, In 1911, M. E. Woodrow and 
E. E. Sheehey came to Corslcana 
from Sherman and reorganized the 
mill. These two men, with vision 
and foresight, have enlarged the 
plant many times, replaced the old- 
style English machinery with mod- 
ern equipment and are producing 
about 15 million yards of duck an- 
nually on a basis of two and one- 
half shifts. 
Down through the 


years the spindles have been in- 
creased from 4,000 to 15,000 and the 
looms now number 291.
